An October 1901 report by 
| the U. S. Department of 
-.| Health, Education and Wel- 
fare disclosed that the aver- 
. age grant per recipient of 
public assistance was higher 
In Illinois than In 47 other 
S M^fos. In the 1853-54 bl- 
enntum, expenditures from 
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analysis of the expenses of 
the commission in travel and 
mileage allowances. 

All persons who desire 
work should be given that 
opportunity and those indi- 
viduals who are not sincere 
in their efforts to remove 
themselves from the public 
aid rolls through employ- 
ment, must be removed. I 
have requested the commis- 
sion to proceed accordingly. 

I have already ordered 
Code departments under my 
jurisdiction to tighten their 
belts and practice economy. 
This order, made last Decem- 
ber, is resulting in a saving* 
at the rate of 932 million for 
the biennlum. I am confi- 
dent that a critical review of 
the entire public aid program 
will result not only in sav- 
ings but in greater efficiency 
and better performance. 

I cannot allow the welfare 
needs of approximately four 
per cent of our population to 
destroy the fiscal security of 
the entire population of Illi- 
nois.

, yet ' iWho? can de ny that in 
all the crafts and" certainly 
all of. the sciences we are 
farther . advanced than we 
ever have been? Why not be 
cheerfully optimistic? 

I think 1 can tell you why. 
Human progress has nevor 
been steady. It has washed 
back and forth tike waves on 
a beach. fjapplly, there has 
also been an incoming tide, 
so the waves have washed 
higher and higher as each 
great civilization came on. 

But the pathway of history 
is littered with the bones of 
dead states and fallen em- 
pires. And they were not, 
in most cases, promptly re- 
placed by something better. 
Nearly a thousand years 
elapsed between the' fall of 
Western Rome and the rise of 
' the Renaissance, and in be- 
tween we had the Dark Ages 
in which nearly all of man's 
institutions were inferior to 
those which had gone before.

Of An Era of Decay 

So the Jeremiahs haven't 
been so wrong, after- all. It 
is sad . to watch the begin- 
nings of decay.

pared by the Evert Kincaid 
tympany of Chicago, profes- 
sional planners, lias drawn 
considerable protest ■ from 
the village's residents con- 
curried with the allocations of 
the Indicated business, Indus* 
trial and residential areas. 

Several persons from the 
125 assembled at the last 
meeting of the Planning and 
Zoning Board in the Fire Sta- 
tion, took exception to the 
map, especially to the areas 
zoned for business. 

Lester Osmond, Sr. object- 
ed to the proposed residen- 
tial areas about the cluster of 
existing stores and business- 
es located at Rtes. 59 and 
173. 



Mrs. Helen Osmond, who 
owns property next to the 
cemetery, stated that her 
property is not fit for resi- 
dences. Both Mr. and Mrs. 
Osmond requested business 
zoning for- their property. 

Gordon Volling, who has 
operated a business on Lot 
83 of the County Clerk's Sub- 
division for the past eight 
years, also requested zoning 
for business. 

' Also requesting business, 
zoning wore James Palm, 
Lewis Place, Dorothy San- 
hamel, John Blackman, Bob 
Bemis, Ardls Anzinger. Dr. 
George W. Jensen, Jim Mc- 
Millcn, Lester Osmond, Jr., 
Bernard Osmond, Charles J. 
Ccrmak, Ruth Seyfarth, 
Jamas Herman, Robert Grif- 
fin and Charles Ferris* 



Those requesting residen- 
tial zoning were Don Gibbs, 
Marilyn Sterbenz and Har- 
old Nelson. Mrs. Irving Fors- 
ter objected to business be- 
ing located on Orchard 
Street. 

Long-time property holder 
in Antioch, George Boro- 
vicka, requested that his lots, 
bought years ago for resi- 
dence, remain zoned for busi- 
ness and industry tinder the 
new zoning ordinance. 

Several persons at the 
meeting stated that there 
were too few maps and copies 
of the ordinance available tor 
public inspection. Several 
persons also felt that there 
was not enough time to study 
the proposed plan and re- 
quested that a further meet- 
tog be held. 







Dave Nissen, head of the 
Planning and Zoning Board, 
stated that another meeting 
is tentatively planned for 
July 17 at the grade school 
auditorium If that building 
can be made available. 

Strong opposition was reg- 
istered by Dr. George W. 
Jensen who maintained that 
the map shown In the pro- 
posed ordinance was at least 
25 to 30 years old and out- 
dated. At the time of the 
meeting he requested that 
the public hearing be post- 
poned until a later date. 

.Jim McMillen, the record 
states, objected to the entire 
plan. 

Many persons felt that not 
enough publicity had been 
given to the meeting* The 
board explained that all legal 






requirements had been met. 
A legal notice of the pro- 
posed* ordinance was pub- 
lished in the Autiach News 
on May 10 which set the date 
for the June 7 meetings. A 
front page lead story in the 
Antioch News, carrying a 
full eight column banner 
headline, announcing the 
meeting, was published on 
May 31, one week before the 
meeting. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Randall ob- 
jected to the size of the. area 
(shown in solid black on 
above map) allocated to busi- 
ness and industry which runs 
from Main Street oast to the 
Soo Lino tracks. That prop- 
erly is presently slough land. 
Mrs, Randall also went on to 
object to the proposed dwell- 
ing-area, feeling that it was 



out of proportion to the busi- 
ness and industry area. She 
felt that the plan was cutting 
off the growth of business 
and industry in the area by 
zoning the best business, 
property as residential. 

When several questions 
were raised regarding the es- 
tablished businesses which 
would be located in residen- 
tial zones. Chairman Dave 
Nissen explained that these 
businesses would be allowed 
to continue their operation 
but would not be allowed to 
expand or rebuild under the 
new ordinance. 

Ruth Seyfarth suggested 
that businesses already estab- 
lished be zoned as business 
property rather than non- 
conforming to save the ex- 
pense of the property owners 



requesting re-zoning at a 
later time. 

Statements were ma^ by 
the group which indicated' a 
natural trend of business ex- 
pansion would be down Lake 
Street and Orchard Street. 
It was stated that Orchard 
Street has at least three or 
four businesses already and 
that the entire center of 
town should be businesses in 
the future.

This is the time tit .year. 
when 1 the European elm bark 
beetle starts to emerge from 
dead ror weak ehn trees, 'ac- 
cording to Lee! Smith, Keno- 
sha ! County Horticultural 
Agent. .This bisect has over- 
wintered , in elmwood as a 
larva, but changed to u beetle 
In May— (lien eats^lils^'way 
out of the' bark- around 
June 1. 

, ! The elm IJiirk beetle 1 ' car- 
ries the Dutch elm disease 
fungus to healthy elm trees, 
The elm bark beetle feeds in 
the smaller twig crotches 
which is generally the. pre- 
vious year's growth. 

Smith said the fungus is 
left in the feeding scars ami 
it grows very rapidly, plug- 
ging up the water transport- 
ing cells. The tree then dies 
(lite to lack of water ami 
uulrienls. 

Any dead elms standing at 
the present time should he 
cut anil burned as they are 
a potential source of new in- 
fect ion. 

Smith said the immediate 
destruction, of dead or weak 
elms would greatly reduce 
the number of elm bark 
beetles that would emerge 
ami infect healthy elm trees.
